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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Applicant's prior art citation filed December 5, 2003 has been received, 
considered and placed of record. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,412,710). 

As per claim 1, Lin et al. teach a sprayer comprising a sprayer body including an 
opening formed therein and defined by a peripheral wall and including a mouth for 
receiving water (2). The apparatus includes a head (8) rotatably attached to the 
peripheral wall of the sprayer body and including a plurality of ports (82) formed therein 
and to be selectively aligned with the mouth of the sprayer body; the head further 
comprises an outer peripheral portion having a plurality of apertures formed therein 
(81 ). Lin et al. also teach a cover (6) having a peripheral skirt extended therefrom and 
secured to the head to form a chamber in the cover and the head (see Fig. 2 and 4); the 
cover includes a plurality of holes formed therein and aligned with the ports of the head 
respectively (66). The cover comprises at least one inlet (67) formed therein and 
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communicating with the chamber of the cover and the head, to allow the water 
selectively flow through at least one inlet of the cover and flow into the gap formed 
between the cover and the buffering plate and then flow out through the apertures of the 
head (see Fig. 2 and 4). The apparatus includes a buffering plate (5) received in the 
opening of the sprayer body and spaced from the cover to form a gap between the 
cover and the buffering plate (see Fig. 2). 

As per claim 2, the buffering plate includes an orifice (53) formed therein and 
aligned with the mouth. 

As per claim 3, the sprayer body comprises at least one rib provided therein (23) 
and the buffering plate includes at least one slot (51) formed by at least one flap to 
receive at least one rib of the sprayer body to prevent the buffering plate from rotating 
relative to the sprayer body and to maintain an alignment of the orifice of the buffering 
plate with the mouth of the sprayer body. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
